DEATH-OF-MR-HORATIO-NEESON- 
. LAY, UB, ; 

Mr Horatio Nelson Lay, C.B.. died on 
4th inst. at Forest’ Hill, and though for: 
he: 
was one of the pionsers of British influence 
in China, and, but for the short-sighted 
jealousy of tho Chinosa officials, might have 
heen one of the pioneers of Chincdo pro- 
gress. Bern in 1832, he ontored’ the 
Consular Service in-China “in 1849 aa. 2 
supernumerary inte: interpreter 
to the Magistracy at Hongkong in 1852, 
Tn 1852 ho was an: assistant in the Super- 
intendence, Assistant Chinese Seeretary in 
1834, and Vicv-Consul und Interptter at 
Shanghai in-the same year: When, with 
the increasing trade relations of China with 
‘foreigners, tho necessity of organising a Cus- 
toms seryicéon Eurapean lines was brongtt 
home to the Chineso Government, Mr Lay's 


services wore placed at its diaposal. In 18551. . 


he, therefore, resigned bis appointment 
under. the Forsign Offica in order to under- 
take the organisatiun of the Chinese Cus.
